It is not, heaven knows, a sub- 
ject about which one may be 
facetious. And the American tax- 

payer almost 
certainly would 
be happier if not 
told about it. 
But we may as 


well face a fact. 


The old hymn 
titled “On Jor- 
dan’s Stormy 
Banks I Stand” 
can be para- 


phrased as fol- 
“On Jordan's stormy banks I! 
stand 

With my checkbook in my hand.” 
The problem of Jordan is going 
to cost us, through the United Na- 
tions, a sum somewhere around 
$150,000,000 a year. We can hope 
it will not be for too many years. 


The thoughtful taxpayer will be 
but slightly comforted to know 
that he is getting a bargain. In 
this era of the cold war he is pay- 
ing a lot of bills he never sees in 
itemized form. And it is perhaps 
doing him no favor to put down 
this one on Jordan. 

But now that the Arab nations, 
confronted with their own eco- 
nomic distress and the fact that 
they are going to win anyhow, 
have attained unity of purpose 
and plan, our troops will be with- 
drawn from Lebanon and the Brit- 
ish from Jordan. But the British, 
whe for a long time have been 
spending a good deal more than 
$150,000,000 per year on the civil 
war in Cyprus, will continue to 
maintain a sizable force on that 
bloody and ancient island. 

Jordan, where we will have a 
United Nations presence, will be 
placed on our bill. And it will be 
cheap if, as a part of the plan of 
preventing a war, it works. None 
can say how many years this 
payment will be required. The 
one assurance is that there will 
be some change in the situation. 


‘Mistake of History’ 
Jordan has been called, very 
properly, ‘“‘a mistake of history 
inexorably correcting itself.” 

In time the United Nations must 
persuade King Hussein, a young 
man with much courage, that he 
must submit to a plebiscite. He 
will know before it is held that he 
will lose. Not more than 15 per 
cent of the people support him. 

Even so, he has had more real 
loyalty than any other Arab ruler. 
He is the last of the Hashemite 
kings. 

King Saud’s associates have 
moved him out of the way. King 
Faisal of Iraq was murdered. 
Young Hussein has held on. The 
same plot that brought death to 
his Cousin Faisal was supposed to 
have done him in. It was said 
in Iraq that Prime Minister Nuri 
had such an effective secret po- 
lice that if any three people knew 
a thing, one would tell Nuri. But 
the plot worked there. In Jordan 
Hussein learned of it. Four times 
since, his loyal aides have been 
able to expose plots for upsetting 
the throne. Even those who do 
not care for him entertain re- 
luctant admiration. 

One dislikes to be ruthless. But, 
as he was established by direc- 
tion so he must move. The day 
for Hashemite and Saudian kings 
is about done. The sun is setting 
fast on their feudal thrones, their 
excesses, their idleness and waste- 
fulness. It will be difficult to per- 
suade young Hussein. But it will 
have to be done.

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PERIGUEUX, France (AP) — 
A young New York school teacher, 
aided by a freak landslide, Friday 
discovered a fabulous prehistoric 
relief carving. It is said by ex- 
perts to be 20,000 years old. 

“It is absolutely breath-taking,” 
said Harvard Prof. Allan Movius, 
chief of the expedition sent to 
southwest France by Harvard's 
Peabody Museum and the Nation- 
al Science Foundation of Wash- 
ington, D.C. 

“Tt is exquisite, a unique piece,” 
| he told reporters. “It is beyond 
_price—one cannot put a monetary 
value on it.” 

The finder is Miss Joan Bam- 
berger, graduate of Smith College, 
now teaching in New York but 
hopeful of entering Radcliffe for 
graduate work in archaeology. 

There are only four other pieces 
of carving of similar age known, 
the professor said. Three of these 
were found in the same general 
area of France and one in Czecho- 
slovakia.

Asthma Hits 
New Orleans 


NEW ORLEANS (AP) — Scores 
of New Orleans citizens—all gasp- 
ing with mysterious asthma at- 
tacks—streamed into Charity Hos- 
pital Friday. 

Hospital doctors, still unable to 
pin down the cause, said 77 per- 
sons sought treatment at Charity, 
the city’s big downtown emerg- 
ency hospital, in the 12 hours pre- 
ceding 7 a.m. Seventy Patients 
were Negro. 


Three women, all long - time 
asthma sufferers, died during sim- 
ilar attacks. 

Thursday night’s harrowing out- 
break, which forced every avail- 
able Charity oxygen tank into use, 
does not approach the extent of 
the city’s worst asthma on- 
slaughts. Charity has reported as 
many as 220 cases during a bad 
night. 

But, always before, it has been 
possible to pinpoint the apparent 
cause—pollen, dust, smog, smoke, 
temperature changes, humidity. 

Of Friday’s situation, Dr. Vin- 
cent Derbes, professor of medi- 
cine at Tulane University, said 
several conditions could have been 
responsible. The difficulty was— 
none of the normal conditions pre- 
vailed. For instance, this time of 
year, the grass pollen count is low 
and the ragweed season here is 
just starting. There have been no 
significant marsh fires and smoke 
has not been a problem. 

To the north, ragweed pollen is 
heavier and northerly winds could 
have carried the pollen to New 
Orleans. The only trouble: Thurs- 
‘day night's wind was from the 
south.

Some New Teeth 


The Fulten County Grand Jury's spe- 
cial presentment yesterday, stemming 
from an investigation into mounting re- 
ports of irregularities in state govern- 
ment. should serve several useful pur- 
poses in addition to calling new attention 
to the character of the Griffin adminis- 
tration. 

For one thing, it calls for civil action 
to recover $24,090 which the jury main- 
tains the state has paid three highway 
department employes who, according to 
the presentment, had not appeared for 
work or rendered any service for their 

ay for periods in-cxcess of three years. 

Some individual instances are cited. 
This newspaper has no intention of pre- 
judging them. The jury presents them. 

We do contend that this has been an 
administration of waste, favoritism, back- 
scratching, extravagance and cronyism. 
Friends of the administration have been 
rewarded with jobs up and down the 
line. How many fail to render value re- 
ceived for the tax dollars they are paid” 

Political patronage has been part and 
parcel of government, state and federal, 
and likely will continue to be. But the tax- 
paver has the right to expect perform- 
ance all along the line, from the high- 
est position to the least. 

Even more important than the im- 
mediate action urged, however, is the 
grand jury's recommendation for reme- 
dia] legislation. 

The presentments urge that the Ful- 
ton County delegation seck passage of 
a law to make it a feleny for any of- 
ficer knowingly to place a person on the 
payroll or retain him on the payroll 
when the official knows his appointee 
is not attending to his assigned duties. 

Another recommendation calls for 
passage of a law making misfeasance or 
malfeasance of any state officer a crim- 
inal offense. Although.there is such a 
statute pertaining to certain county of- 
ficials, it will come as a surprise to many 
that there is no such provision covering 
state officials. 

The grand jury, in asking for a com- 
mission to prepare for cnactment @ chap- 
ter to the state criminal code relating to 
offenses by publie officers and employes, 
pointed out that the code as now com- 
posed is inadequate to cover gross ir- 
regularities and malfeasance. 

These are constructive proposals. 
They are designed to give the public 
needed recourse against any who would 
use the power of their high offices as a 
shield behind which to practice chican- 
ery and pav their political obligations at 
the taxpayers’ expense. 

These proposed laws should have been 
on the books long ago. Perhaps they 
would have had a certain deterrent value.

The Appeals Court acted wisely. 

The stay was granted to give the 
school board an opportunity to appeal. 
Not to have granted the stay would have 
made it imvossible for the board to place 
its case before the Supreme Court prior 
to the opening of school. 

Thus, the court scrupulously observed 
the rules of due process of law. 

Its action seems to have placed every- 
one back on a legal course after the de- 
railment last September when Gov. Fau- 
bus went outside due process and used 
state troops to thwart a court decree. 

In Virginia, where there is another 
crisis, the governor has said he is not de- 
fiant. He will close the schools if pre- 
sented with such a decision. He will not 
resort to violence. 

And so the legal mills will grind on. 

Those states which regard closing 
their schools as a fit price to pay will 
make their plans to take that step, which 
is a legal, if tragic one. 

It is a time of emotion. It is most im- 
portant to have all procedures on a basis 
of law rather than on defiance end vio- 
lence.

On the main square of St. George’s Island, 
Bermuda, there still are 17th century stocks and 
pillory. They amuse visitors to the islands. The | 
stocks and pillory were used for public punishment for viola 


tions of 


the town’s laws. Visitors may put themselves in the stocks and 
pillory. Many take snapshots to show friends at home. It’s a lot of 


fun now. 

The stocks consist of two boards 
that clamp down on wrists and 
ankles. The pillory also has two 
heavy timbers that enclose the 
neck and wrists. At first there’ is 
not much discomfort except being 
a public disgrace. After a time 
the neck is stretched and the body 
gets terribly weary being in the 
same position, not only for hours 
but sometimes for days. 

In colonial days the stocks and 
pillory were used for disobedi- 
ence to civic laws. A man or 
woman could be put into the 
stocks or pillory for continued ab- 
sence from church. 

To us that may be amusing. 
For many today to miss church 
is at best a social impropriety. 
It surely is not worthy of public 
punishment by civic authorities. 
If this practice were followed to- 
day the main street of every city 
or town would be filled with peo- 
ple in the stocks! 

In the early years of our coun- 
try church attendance was cCon- 
sidered essential. To stay away 
from church was considered seri- 
ous enough for civic penalty. 

Were our forefathers wrong in 
their emphasis upon Sunday go- 
to-church? In those formative 
years our freedoms were fash- 
ioned.

Benson Has Won 
Battle of Integrity 


WASHINGTON—The success story of Ezra 
Taft Benson can be told in two episodes. Dur- 
ing the opening days of this session of Congress 


a sizable contingent of Republican farm-state congressmen tried to 
get President Eisenhower to ‘‘fire Benson’ and made it clear to 
the secretary of agriculture that if he wasn’t going to be gocd 
enough to quit, to please stay away from Congress. 


During the closing days of this 
session of Congress, in one week 
alone 18 Republican farm-state 
congressmen asked Secretary 
Benson to do radio and TV inter- 
views with them to be used in 
their home districts to help them 
get reelected this fall. And there 
will be more. They want to be 
photographed with Benson, pref- 
erably with his arm around their 
shoulder; they have to get in line. 

From the peak of the “Benson 
must go”’ mood on the Hill to the 
present “Benson, please come” 
atmosphere, quite a few things 
have changed—but not Secretary 
Benson. He has remained the 
same — same man, same pur- 
poses, same policies. 

Here is what has happened dur- 
ing the intervening months: 

First, President Eisehnower 
gave Secretary Benson visible 
and vigorous support. Just be- 
cause Benson’s policies were go- 
ing through a controversial pe- 
riod, he didn’t take the politically 
convenient course of firing him— 
the way the owner of a faltering 
baseball club tries to solve his 
problems by firing his manager. 

Secondly, Benson, himself a 
man of conviction, stood by his 
convictions.

Brooks, Lokey _ contended,

the House bearing his name was 
a bill to increase the pay for 
legislators.” 

Citing his own record in the 
Legislature, Lokey said, ‘As 
your representative, I spoke my 
convictions and I used all my ef- 
forts in obtaining for Atlanta and 
Fulton County all possible bene- 
fits. . . . I was ever conscious of 
the fact that it was necessary to 
have the cooperation of the other 
legislators. . .”’ 

Lokey said he believes voters 
are “‘entitled to better represen- 
tation’”’ than Brooks rendered dur- 
ing the past two years.

The U.S. - British announcement 
made no mention of the prior So- 
viet move. Both governments tied 
their decision to the successful end 
in Geneva of East-West scientific 
talks which concluded it was 
feasible to set up a control net- 
work to police any test ban. 

Tests have continued periodical- 
ly since this country exploded the 
world’s first atomic bomb more 
than 13 years ago. This test explo- 
sion occurred in Alamagordo, N.M 
July 16, 1945, in secret. It con- 
vinced scientists an atomic bomb 
was possible and led to dropping 
the first such weapon on Hiro- 
shima in Japan. 

The United States and Britain 
pinned two conditions on their 
readiness to stop tests: 

1. That the Soviet Union contin- 
ue its ban on nuclear weapons 
tests. 

2. That formal talks begin Oct. 
31 to set up the global control net- 
work along the lines recommend- 
ed by East-West scientists.

They 
also include bills affecting com- 
pulsory attendance laws and the 
transfer of children from schools 
that have been shut down as a 
result of integration. 

The first meeting of the recently 
elected Legislature is scheduled 
in January. There are 42 “lame 
ducks” among the members of the 
house and senate and the gover- 
nor is believed to be reluctant to 
call them to the capitol for fear 
the session might get out of hand. 

Faubus has declined to outline 
in detail the measures that he 
will propose. However, he has in- 
Gicated that they will be patterned 
after laws enacted by Virginia 
and other Southern states. 


He said one bill probably would 
concern schools where ‘“‘troops— 
state or federal’’ were used to en- 
force desegregation. 

The measures would have to be 
selective in order to protect the 
status of integratea scltiools in 
northwestern Arkansas. This area 
has few Negroes and -education

Everything is relative, even 
how Atlanta welcomes the many 
strangers moving into its busy 
bhubbub. 

For example, Mrs. R. I. Lock- 
man, who moved here two 
months ago from Spartanburg 
and Columbia, was talking to 
another newcomer from Chi- 
cago. 

“She told me that she really 
liked living in a smaller town 
as it was so much easier to 
get around,”” laughed Mrs. 
Lockman. “I agreed that Spar- 
tanburg was much easier. But 
then she said, ‘Oh, no. 1 meant 
ATLANTA.’ ”’ 

‘I've never lived in a place 
this big. I don’t know how I'd 
get along in one even bigger. 
It’s bad enough now.” 

This move to Atlanta was the 
first major move for Mrs. Lock- 
man. But many of the newcom- 
ers to the Gate City have had 
considerable experience in mov- 
ing to strange places.

‘I've found that all towns 
are basically alike. It’s the peo- 
ple who are different—and you 
find nice people everywhere 
you go,” said Mrs. Branan. 

“But when you move to a 
strange place, you've got to go 
more than half way to make 
friends. 

Clubs. and church’ groups 
have been the golden pass key 
to new friends for many of the 
new Atlantans.
